FIRE DEPARTMENT. 





Fellow Cutizens: 


Three alarms have been ‘‘rung in” during the year; 
the first, Feb. 25th. We copy from a statement made 
by a former board and filed with the town clerk, it hav- 
ing taken place after their report had gone to the printer. 

“Feb. 25, 1894. Fire in wooden buildings owned by 
D. Whiting & Sons and occupied as cooper shop and 
dwelling; two tenements. Value $2,000, loss $2,000, 
insurance $1,400. Contents owned by Messrs. Fessen- 
den. Loss $4,000 to $5,000; no insurance; cause of 
fire unknown.” | 

July 20. Fire on land of Jacob Putnam, on line of 
railroad; caused by sparks from engine. Damage (?) 
claimed, $200. ‘Ten to fifteen acres burned over. 

Sept. 1. Fire on land of John A. Sheldon. No dam- 
age claimed. 

Owing to the distance from water, and inflammable 
contents of some of the buildings, the department was 
not of much service, except in clearing the tenements 
at the February fire, and so the engineers, at a meeting 
in August, decided to put in a reservoir in that locality 
and near the engine-house. 

The importance of an abundant water supply cannot 
be over estimated, and it is a disgraceful state of things 
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for this village to remain without ample provision being 
made for this purpose. In what better way can we 
‘develop our resources” and ‘‘restore our industries” 
than in a gravity water service? Again, how real estate 
has advanced in towns that have recently put in a plant; 
one, in particular, where a farm was sold for sixteen 
thousand dollars that went begging for less than one- 
fourth that price before the service was put in.

Unpin, or wrench from giving all their due.”

The following items from the librarian’s fifth annual 
report to the trustees show the condition of the library 
Feb. 15, 1895, and review the work of the past year. 

The total number of volumes Feb. 15, 1894, was 
2,722, and the accessions during the year have been 78, 
8 by purchase, 38 by gift, 31 periodicals bound, I in 
exchange for History of Wilton; bringing the total 
number at present to 2,800 volumes. Books have been 
presented by I. B. Dodge of Amherst, N. H., Mrs. Al- 
mina Um Dascompreavlen es Cae esICOlty ISVs |. We 
Mitchell, State of N. H. and U. S. Gov. publications, 
pamphlets by Miss M. E. Smiley, Mrs. Geo. Whiting, 
Miss Fanny Whiting and U. S. Gov. 

The library has been open 102 days, during which 
6,105 volumes and 1,284 periodicals were delivered. 
The average daily number was 73. 102 cards were 
issued to new patrons, making the whole number of 
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cards issued 809. During the year 520 volumes were 
covered. 

In comparison with last year’s report, an increase will 
be noticed in circulation and patronage, showing that 
the public fully appreciate the advantages offered them. 
The catalogue is now in the hands of the printer and 
will be ready at an early date. Copies will be on sale 
at the library at 25c. each and it is hoped that the pat- 
rons will generally avail themselves of the opportunity 
offered, as the price has been placed within the reach 
of all.

MEMORANDUM. 


THE FoREGOING ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT WERE 
DIsPOSED OF AS FOLLOWS: 
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REPORT s& SCHOOL BOARD. 
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Again it is our duty according to law to review our 
labor for another year and submit a report to the citizens 
of Wilton. It has been our constant desire, with the 
material at our command, to do the best we could in the 
matter of granting to the children of the town the 
amplest privileges in their efforts to secure an education. 
We have found much to be done and we have labored 
faithfully to accomplish all that could be expected to 
place the educational advantages of Wilton on an equal 
with the most progressive of adjoining towns. Visits 
have been made by members of the Board and also by 
our teachers to schools of higher standing, in order to 
learn the best and latest methods of instruction, that our 
schools may profit thereby. | 

At the annual school meeting held in March, 1894, 
Miss Martha A. Putnam was chosen to fill the vacancy 
on the Board. The selection was well made, consider- 
ing Miss Putnam’s long experience as a teacher and her 
love for the work. Her heart has been in the work and 
she has given much of her time to it. The Board sub- 
sequently organized with Mr. Harlow as chairman and 
Mr. Stearns as secretary and treasurer. We have had 
before us always the mental and moral training of 
the children committed to our care and have been 
urged by the feeling that an education is an essen- 
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tial feature in the age in which we live. We have placed 
opportunities before the youth of the town, so that they 
could use them if they would. We have tried to inspire 
them to study and to develop their latent power; but we 
realize that they must do much for themselves. They 
must show the resolution of the miner, who is represented 
in an old device ‘as standing alone before a high ledge 
of rocks with a raised pickaxe in his hands and saying: 
‘‘As I do not find a tunnel here I must dig one to the 
bed of ore myself.” They must dig for themselves in 
the mass of knowledge left them by their ancestors, to 
secure that which is pure gold. 


TEACHERS. 


We believe we have secured in general, during the 
year past, an able and efficient corps of teachers. ‘There 
may have been instances in which the teacher selected 
has not been the one we would like for the school. A 
teacher is not always adapted to a certain school. Some- 
where else she may succeed when in a particular school 
she may fail. We have tried to secure those who have 
had some special training for their work, and we think 
that those who would teach are coming to the opinion 
more and more that if they would teach successfully they 
must equip themselves in some way besides that of 
gaining a diploma from a high school. ‘Teachers must 
receive training for their work. Our schools demand it 
and Boards of Education, if they are alive to the times 
require it. Teaching is now conducted scientifically and 
not in a hap hazard manner. 

Most of our teachers have used their time well when 
out of school. They have made their evenings not 
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merely a prelude to their day’s work, but a laborious 
part which has increased the value of the school. We 
have continued many of the teachers who have been 
with us before, as we consider that a good teacher, one 
who can govern as well as instruct, and who has become 
acquainted with her school, is better than an untried 
hand. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


A teacher may be fitted for her work, yet she may be 
unable to accomplish as much as might be desired on 
account of poor accommodations and equipment. The 
school buildings at the east village, as has been stated 
many times before, are not suitable. Our teachers have 
been hindered exceedingly in their work by the condi- 
tion of these buildings. In these times of rapid progress 
we must have a change speedily. 

We have rejoiced from time to time during the year 
as signs of a new building appeared, yet it indicates 
that our committee have taken the the advice of a citi- 
zen of the town, at the March meeting, to move slowly 
and cautiously. We sincerely hope that nothing may 
occur to hinder the work of this committee, and that 
abundant means may be granted by the town for a 
building of good size and ample accommodations and 
which shall be an honor to the town of Wilton. This 
building is to be for the whole town and is for the bene- 
fit of every citizen of the town. 

The school-houses in the outer parts of the district are 
in good condition. We believe in keeping them well 
repaired, neat and clean, as an object lesson to the 
children. 
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FINANCES. 


It may seem to some that it costs a great deal to sup- 
port our schools and that perhaps we could get along 
with less; but we cannot. Good teachers must be well 
paid or else we cannot secure them, and a poor teacher 
is worse than none at all. Money paid to a poor teacher 
could almost as well be thrown away. A teacher’s 
work is hard; it is trying, as no one knows but those 
who have taught, and they should be well remunerated. 
Fuel, school apparatus, repairing, cleaning etc., takes 
money. During the year past we have made a change 
of readers, the others having been so long in use as to 
become tiresome to scholar and teacher. 

We desire that the appropriation for schools may not 
be lessened, but if possible increased. Our schools are 
a blessing, an inheritance left us by our forefathers. 
We cannot fully estimate their worth. We must support 
them by our money. We must give liberally, knowing 
that we receive much in return. We believe that we 
have expended the funds entrusted to us judiciously. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


It is expedient to make some changes at times in the 
course of study, as may seem to be required. The 
high school course was not adjusted to the needs of the 
school. Therefore, during the summer it was revised, 
in preparation for the work of the following term. It is 
not yet perfect, but with our present accommodations 
nothing better can be expected. The Wilton high school 
might be made a fitting school for college, so that there 
should be no reason for sending our children out of town 
as is at present done to equip them for a collegiate edu- 
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cation or for business life. Nature study has been 
introduced into all of our schools with good results. 
There is much to be learned from nature as well as from 
text-books. 

We would request that the parents and friends visit 
the schools more than in the past. If this is done it will 
encourage the teacher, stimulate the scholar and bring 
the parents more into sympathy with the teacher. Not 
only this, but there should be on the part of those having 
children in charge a constant oversight in the matter of 
punctual attendance at all sessions of the school, an ab- 
sence of tardiness and a freedom from dimissal from 
school. 

Your Board of Education unanimously support the 
following circular letter of the superintendent of schools 
of Brookline, Mass., issued to the parents : 

‘‘Nothing can be of more interest to you than the effi- 
‘* ciency of your children’s schools. The town makes 
‘* liberal outlay for their support and great care is taken 
‘¢in the selection of teachers, to the end that all child- 
‘‘ren growing up in the community may be well trained 
‘* for the duties of life. Permit me to call your atten- 
‘* tion to several things that prevent the highest useful- 
‘‘ness of the schools at the present time: (1)Failure 
‘*on the part of many children to come promptly and 
‘‘regularly. (2)Neglect in some instancés to perform 
‘¢ the home tasks assigned. (3)A tendency to be active- 
‘* ly interested in many things outside of school, as social 
‘¢ pleasures, entertainments etc. 

‘So much is expected of the schools today that unless 
‘¢ the children are sent to us everyday in good physiéal 
‘¢ and mental condition for hard work we cannot be ex- 
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‘“ pected to prepare them, step by step, for the higher 
‘‘ orades of work. Morever, the evils to which allusion 
‘¢has been made are serious when considered, not as 
‘¢ affecting studies merely, but as determining to some 
‘¢ extent the character of our future men and women. 
‘¢ Habits of promptness, punctuality and alertness are 
‘¢ quite as essential to true success in life as knowledge. 
‘¢ Should the schools temporize with the easy-going, 
‘¢ pleasure seeking tendencies of some of our young 
‘¢ people they would obviously fail of their duty. But, 
‘¢in order to accomplish the best results, the schools 
‘* need the active codperation of parents.” 

We feel that the above needs to be emphasized in our 
town and shall not we have the coédperation of the par- 
ents in our work. ~ ’ 

Washington’s Birthday, Decoration Day and other 
holidays have been observed by fitting exercises, thus 
inspiring patriotism in the minds of our rising generation. 
Temperance instruction has been given in the schools 
according to the law. 


ATTENDANCE. 


In accordance with the returns made by the selectmen 
in April, 1894, of the children between five and fifteen 
years of age, there were 282 of school age. The whole 
number enrolled in the registers is 297, of whom 149 
are boys and 148 are girls. The following table will 
furnish additional information. Some children have 
moved from town. Sickness has lessened the attendance 
very much. At the time of making this report the 
schools at the east village and the one in the Kimball 
district are in session. 
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Shall we not keep the welfare of our schools in our 
mind constantly and do all that we can to support them, 
talk about them favorably and enlist the sympathy of 
others in them? We need our schools and the schools 
need us. They'should be the glory and pride of our 


town.

Committee on the Spalding Fund.

In submitting our annual report we copy the following 
from the will of the late Isaac Spalding: 

‘*(17) In one year from the decease of my wife, I give, 
‘¢ devise and bequeath to the town of New Ipswich, 
‘* which is the place of my birth, and also to the towns 
‘¢of Wilton and Amherst, in which towns I passed 
‘¢ much of my early life, the sum of ten thousand dol- 
‘‘ lars; that is to say, to each of said three towns, all of 
‘¢ them being in the county of Hillsborough in this state, 
‘¢ the said sum to be kept as a perpetual fund, the an- 
‘¢nual interest, dividends or income, to be derived 
‘¢ therefrom, to be applied in said towns respectively for 
‘¢ the benefit of common schoolstherein, the said interest, 
‘¢ dividend or income, to be added to the school money 
‘raised by the several towns year by year, and to be 
‘¢ expended as such money is or hereafter for the time 
‘¢ being may be by law required or authorized to be ex- 
‘¢ pended; and my willis that said sum shall, upon the 
‘¢ decease of my wife, be paid by my executors to a 
‘¢ committee of not less than three citizens of said sev- 
‘¢ eral towns, to be chosen by their respective towns and 
‘* to be designated the Committee on the Spalding Fund, 
‘¢ which said committee shall invest the said sum and 
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‘¢ keep the same invested in some safe approved interest 
‘¢ or dividend paying stocks, or other reliable or approved 
‘*¢ securities, and shall have the care, charge and man- 
‘‘ agement of said fund during the year for which said 
‘* committee may be chosen; and my desires and ex- 
‘*¢ pectations are that said several towns shall year by 
year at their annual meetings choose such committee, 
a majority of whom shall have power to invest, man- 
‘* age, collect and reinvest the said fund, or any part 
‘* thereof, at their discretion, and who shall, at the ex- 
piration of their official year, make report in writing 
*¢ to the town of all their proceedings in relation to said 
‘¢ fund, showing the amount and condition thereof, how 
invested, the income derived therefrom during the 
‘¢ vear and how distributed and applied. In case either 
‘¢ of said towns shall neglect or fail for any cause to 
choose such committee at their annual meeting for 
‘‘ any year, then my will is that the selectmen of such 
‘‘town, or a majority of them, appoint such 
‘¢ committee for the year, and file a copy or duplicate 
‘¢of such appointment under their hands, or a 
‘¢ majority of them, in the office of the town clerk 
‘¢of such town, this legacy and_ bequest being 
‘upon the condition that the said several towns shall 
‘¢ so choose or their selectmen appoint their said respect- 
‘¢ ive committees as aforesaid. And I direct my execu- 
‘¢ tors to file in the office of:the town clerk of each of 
‘‘ said towns a certified copy of this section as soon as 
‘¢this will is approved and allowed by the Judge of 
‘¢ Probate.” 

The above legacy of $10,000 was received from the 
executors Dec. 17th, 1894. Of this amount $5,000 has 
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been invested in a 2 year 6 per cent. real estate mort- 
gage on property in Nashua. The mortgage note is 
dated Dec. 3d, 1894, and interest is payable semi- 
annually. The remaining $5,000 is on deposit in the 
Indian Head Bank, drawing 2% per cent. interest from 
Jan. Ist, 1895. 

Your committee feel well satistied with the mortgage 
loan and hope’ soon to be able to make a permanent 
investment of the $5,000 on deposit, at a better rate 
of interest.
